north of the Brazilian coast. 


SEVILLE, Spain, Dec. 16.—De- 


termined to break all existing rec- 
ords for non-stop flights, Major 
Tadeo Larre-Borges of Uruguay 
and Lieut. Leon Challes of France 
today 
were believed to be well 


out over the South Atlantic, rap- 
idly 
bridging the ocean gap be- 


tween the western coast of Afri- 
ca and

South America in their attempt 
to fly from this city to Montevi- 
deo, Uruguay. 


A wireless message, presumably 


relayed directly from the radio of 
the powerful single-motored bi- 
plane in which the fliers are mak- 
ing their attempt, indicated that 
about 13 hours after the start of 
their flight at 12:37 p. m. (7.37 
a. m., N. Y. time) yesterday, they 
expected -to head out across the 
sea. from Cape Blanco, Africa. 


The fliers had previously been 


reported sighted over a northern 
community of the Spanish -west 
African colony of Rio De Oro of 
which Cape-Blanco is the south- 
ernmost -poiB^-more than—1,500 
miles south of this starting point. 


OUT TO SEA 


If they actually passed out to

time), as they indicated they ex-" 
pected to, the fliers were main- 
taining an average speed of bet- 
ter than 100 miles an hour. 


Their plane was sighted

The 
fliers at that time had covered 
more than 300 miles in less than 
three hours, indicating they were 
keeping up to the speedly schedule 
they had set for themselves. 


Weather reports were favorable 


along the southwesterly route the 
fliers were following. 
With fav- 


orable following winds, they hoped 
to cover the distance from Seville 
to Montevido, approximately 6,000 
miles, in about 50 hours.

Program Embraces Two Bills 


In Support of Hoover's 


Expansion Project.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—In- 


voking President Hoover's busi- 
ness expansion program to justi- 
fy its action, the House today pre- 
pared to vote -$23H,Y40.000 for fed- 
eral building activities through- 
out the nation. 


The program was embraced in 


two bills by Representative Elliott 
(R) of Indiana, chairman of the 
buildings committee. One carries 
an authorisation of $115,000,000 
for federal buildings 'outside the 
district of Columbia and $115,000,- 
000 in the national capital, while 
the second provides specifically 
$9,740,000 for a supreme court 
building. 


Assured 
of an overwhelming 


majority for the measures, Repre- 
sentative Elliott 
planned to call 


them up for passage under sus- 
pension 
of the rules, which re- 


quires a two-thirds vote. 


The house is prepared to follow 


the building 
program with vast 


additional sums for inland water- 
ways, 
flood 
control and other 


measures for expansion of feder- 
al activities. 


The 
$230.000.000 miblic build- 


ings bill is expected to carry the 
program already under way to a 
conclusion in approximately seven 
years, providing 
a government- 


owned postoffice in every city in 
the -country in-whieh--annual re- 
ceipts exceed $20,000. 


Already Congress has author- 


ized $248,000,000 for public - build- 
iegs'iratside -the -I^tofc* of Co- 
lumbia, having TauncnedrA 10-year 
building program three years ago. 


"The bill will increase existing 


authorizations to a total sum for 
public buildings throughout the 
country outside the District of 
Columbia of $363,000,000 and for 
the executive departments in the 
national capital for building and 
lands of $190.000,000. 


"The amounts 
carried in this 


bill are deemed sufficient to carry 
out the program of rebuilding the 
National capital and to construct 
troughtout the country post offi- 
ces where needed, in towns having 
more than $20,000 annual postal 
receipts." 


The bill provides for an increase 


in the annual building expendi- 
tures outside the district 
from 


$35,000,000 to 550,000,000. 


The measure carries no authori- i 


zations for 
specific postoffices. j 


Actual building projects will be j 
recommended only after passage j 
of the legislation by the treasury j

Dr. Black has reached the conclus- 
ion, the dispatches state, that the 
"Peking man'' was a being who 
stood erect and dated as far back 
as the ice age.
